ened trunks of the four children were 
found in the ruins. The eldest child was 
eight years old, and the youngest was una­ 
ble to walk. 
It is supposed that they set 
fire to the house while playing. The par­ 
ents qre crazed with grief. 


G eneral S tonem an's C hancea for R e tire ­ 
m ent on th e A riuy L ist. 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 24th.— Senator 
Stanford to-day introduced a bill in the 
Senate, accompanied by a petition of the 
California Legislature, to restore Governor 
Stuneman to the retired list of the army, 
with the rank and pay of Colonel. The 
same was introduced in the House by Mor­ 
row. 
Four years ago Stoneman volunta, 
rily resigned liis place on the retired list as 
Brigadier-General, to accept tlie Governor­ 
ship, to which the Democrats of the State 
had elected him . A movement to provide 
a pension for Stoneman in this manner, 
was begun here quietly several weeks ago, 
and the bills presented to-day are simply 
feelers, no one expecting that they will 
pass this session. 
In the next Congress, 
however, the bill will be reintroduced and 
presented for early consideration. Already 
the attention of members of the Military 
Affairs Committee of both Houses has 
been directed to Stoneman’s record as Gov­ 
ernor, particularly as regards the pardons 
he issued, just before stepping out of the 
Gubernatorial chair, to various crim inals 
confined in the penitentiary. 
Bragg, of 
the House M ilitary Affairs Committee, and 
Senator Cameron. Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on M ilitary Affairs, are both un­ 
derstood to be opposed to the bill, and it is 
doubtful if it can be passed. There is a 
decided otijection against this ciass of leg- 
laticn among members of both Houses. 
It is very probable that the financial as­ 
sistance which the General desires m ust be 
decided upon to come from his arm y and 
politicul friends, rather than from the Gov­ 
ernment. 
Ill th e Sam e B oat w ith D r. M cG ljiin. 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 24th.— Rev. Frank 
H . Burdick has resigned the pastorate of 
the Sixth-street Presbyterian Church of 
this city. 
Burdick came to W ashington 
originally from California, and on Novem­ 
ber (> .1882, he presented to the Presbytery 
letters as a " licentiate ” from the Bay Con­ 
gregational Association of California, and 
expressed a desire to unite with this Pres­ 
bytery. 
H e was received as a licentiate, 
and in April, 1883, ha received a call from 
the 'Sixth-street Church. 
The Presbytery 
deferred action until June. 
In the m ean­ 
time, however. Burdick came under the 
influence of a roving evangelist named 
Wolfe, from whom lie first imbibed the 
ideas that have finally led to his separation 
from the church. 
He preached and caused 
to b e printed a sermon embodying these 
ideas; which were a denial of the authority 
of the m inis'ry in the church, and the doc 
trine that all members of the church were 
qualified to perform all (lie functions of 
the m inistry. On June 10th he made a 
complete retraction. The Presbytery con­ 
demned the sermon, as contrary to the 
doctrines and policy of the church, and he 
was suspended from the exercise of the 
functions of his office until October. 
In 
October his suspension was continued until 
December. 
He was reinstated, again fell 
from grace, and finally resigned. 
They a rc .Making a M uddle of II. 
W ashington, January 24th.—The new 
Chinese treaty has not yet been sent to the 
Senate. The Slate Department officials are 
trying to secure concessions 
from 
the 
Chinese M inister that will render certifi­ 
cates issued to departing C inese invalid if 
not used to return within two years. Mem­ 
bers of the California delegation who have 
talked with the Secretary of State are con­ 
vinced that the new treaty cannot be made 
satisfactory and operative w ithout addi­ 
tional legislation by Congress. The fact 
that the new treaty has been negotiated has 
completely destroyed all chances for the 
passage of Morrow's bill at this session, 
and all the npponents«of Chines’e im m igra­ 
tion can do is to await action of the Senate 
on the new treaty, and defer to the next 
Congress the legislation to prohibit the in ­ 
coming of Mongolians. 
No F ension for M rs. L ogan. 
W ashington. January 24th.—The friends 
of Mrs. Logan have about abandoned hope 
that the Senate bill to grant her a pension 
of $2,OOO^ier annum wiil pass the House. 
The Pension Committee lias reported ad­ 
versely on it. and if called up it would 
cause a protracted debate. 
Fears are enter­ 
tained also that in the'event of the passage 
of the bill it would be vetoed by the Presi­ 
dent on the ground that Logan’s death was 
not caused by disease contracted while he 
was in the service. Cleveland has vetoed 
m any pension bills of a class coming under 
the same conditions as Logan's bill, and it 
is rumored that before the Pensions Com­ 
mittee made its adverse report an intim a­ 
tion was received lrom the W hite House 
that the bill could not be approved. 
W arm T im es Id th e S enate. 
W ashington, January 24th.—One of the 
m o-t exciting debates of the sestion oc­ 
curred in the Senate to-day over Edm unds’ 
retaliatory resolutions denying to Canadian 
vessels and railroads any treaty privileges 
when American vessels are excluded from 
their treaty rights in Canadian ports. The 
atmosphere ot the Senate Chamber reeked 
with the smoke of buttle, and the possi­ 
bility of a war with England was as calmly 
discussed as the likelihood of short grain 
crops in California. The resolution was 
adopted by 40 to I, Riddleberger only vot­ 
ing in the negative. The resolution will 
now go to the House.

Senator Boggs has introduced a hill for 
th e establishm ent of an asylum for insane 
crim inals. 
It-is to lie under th e charge of 
th e .State Prison I >i rectors, and is to be 
supervised by a m edical expert, who is to 
he subordinate to th e Board of D irectors 


and the W arden. 
W henever a convict of 
eith e r S tate Prison is certified by th e m ed­ 
ical au th o rities th ereo f as insane, h e is to 
he rem oved to th e asylum , after a full ex ­ 
am in atio n has been m ade of th e case by 
th e W arden or D irectors. 
If, at th e ex ­ 


p iratio n of th e term of sentence th e con­ 
vict rem ains insane, he is to he retained in 
custody u n til adjudged fit to-he discharged. 


A ll th is is well. 
T h e State P rison is no 
place for an insane m an. 
H e cannot be 
th e re properly treated, and how ever g u ilty 
a w retch he m ay he, h u m an ity dem ands 
th a t h e be treated for insanity w hen his 
reason is dethroned. 
O f course the ex ­ 


pense of such new asylum is a serious ob­ 
jectio n , h u t not an insuperable one. 
Mr. 
Boggs estim ates in his h ill th e cost to he 
§20,000. 
T h is m ust contem plate, th ere­ 
fore, th e erection of such a stru ctu re as an 
annex to som e one of th e present insane 


asylum s or present prisons, since §20,000 
will surely not etjtial the cost of erecting 
and fu rn ish in g a d istin ct asylum . 
It 
would, indeed, scarcely purchase th e ground 
if a new p la t is to he selected. 
A still 
b e tte r feature of th e hill th an th e transfer 
of insane prisoners to th e new asylum , is 
th e provision for th e transfer of convicted 
crim inals now in th e insane asylum s, to 
th e new prison asylum * S till b etter th an 
eith e r of th e provisions referred to, is a 
th ird , w hich we quote in full : 
Any person who shall la- acquitted of the 
crime of murder, in either of the degree», ar-on, 
rape, or highway robbery, in any of the Courts 
ol this State, up in 11.e plea of insanity, «hull la; 
confined in_ said Asylum for Insane Criminals 
until such time as he may he adjudged sane by 
the medical Superintendent of «aid asylum. 
And any person haring been convicted of either 
ol the crimes enumerated in this section, and 
becomes insane Iieforu receiving sentence, or 
before the execution of sentence, shall la* con- 
lined iu said Asylum for Insane Criminals until 
such person liecomcs sane, or until otherwise 
ordered by the Judge oí the Couit before whom 
the trial was had. 


Such a regulation w ill ten d to lessen the 
in terp o sitio n of insanity pleas in crim inal 
cases— a Consum m ation greatly to he de­ 
sired. 
As m atters now stand the plea 
saves alto g eth er too m any crim inals, who 
are thereujion turned loose to prev again 
upon society. 
In th e section we have 
quoted th ere is, how ever, am biguity. 
It 
m ay lie difficult to determ ine, if it passes 
in its present form, w h eth er it is intended 


to confine th e defendant in th e asylum , 
who escapes conviction by th e plea of in ­ 
sanity a t th e tim e of th e act, h u t is clearly 


sane a t the tim e of th e trial and convic­ 
tion. 
As the first h alf of th e first sen­ 


tence now reads, certain ly th e defendant 
is to he sent to th e asylum , b u t th e la tte r 
half, hv p roviding for a discharge w hen 
sane, im plies th at th e insanity m ust exist 
at th e tim e of conviction. 
It is a serious question w hether the {x-r- 
son w ho com m its crim e in a fit of in sanity 


hut is sane scon thereafter, should Ik- given 
free lorn. 


It is a serious question, and liecomi-ug 
daily more so as crime increases in fre­ 
quency, as to what should lie done with 
those who are clearly insane at the time of 
the commission of the act liut apparently 
sane at the time of trial. 
If it is reason­ 
able to suppose such people are liable to a 
recurrence of the insane period, eertainlv 
thuy ought not beset at largo. 
Where it 
is clear that one by cruel circumstances 
was driven into a state of insanity in which 
the crime committed takes on the nature 
o defense, there never is conviction nor 
public condemnation of the escape of the 
defendant by the plea of insanity. No one 
is prepared to advise so harsh a rale as the 
continent -nt in asylum» of all who commit 
crime while insr.no, though in perfect 
mental I alance at the time of the trial, 
an ! where there is shown tobe 110 tendency 
to recurrence o ' the insanity. To advocate 
the committal of such to an asylum would 
be 1 1 fi.vor a r.-turn to the dark and super- 
_ stitious days w.ien physical castigation 
a n l other cruel punishments were applied 
to t lie maniac and the demented. 
Never­ 
theless it is the conviction of the public 
mitt 1 tint the law sht u’d in some form so 
discountenance pleas of insanity as to ren­ 
der their inter position hazardous. 
There 
are plenty of criminals insane enough to 
do crime, bu sane tniugh to know that 
their unsettled mental condition may be 
raised as a shield Le’iind which they can 
take refuge from deserved punishment. Of . 
this ojder are th i “cranks’-' who a r e ‘ira-! 


pelled” to slay their fellow-men, but re- , 
main shrewd enough to realize that thc-ir . 
infirmity protects them from punishment, j 
The infliction of 
punishment, 
indeed, 
Upon this class of fellows is a deterrent, for 
the partially demented have enough of 
fear of the law to avoid crime when it is 
certain that the result for them will he 
physical suffering or death. 
The hanging 
of the crank who murdered a President 
has unquestionably proven a wholesome 
gliecl tqiou other rascals mad enough to 
know it, and to know that addled brains 
lta«« 
heretofore 
in a majority of cases 
secured (or the head that carries the«i 
exemption from punishment for crime. 


A ssem b ly bill KC, by Mr. Wright, pro­ 
vides for the payment o f the necessary ex­ 
penses of witnesses in criminal actions. 
This may or may not lie too liberal. 
We 
incline to tbe lielief that the absolute 
grant of necessary exjienses upon tiling ¡111 
affidavit setting forth the items, is too 
broad. 
At least it should affirmatively 
appear in the bill that tlie Court must de­ 
termine what are necessary expienses in 
each case, and that they should not exceed 
cost of traveling, lioard, lodging and a 
reasonable wage for loss of time—and this 
latter had better he stated in the law, 
otherwise it might be held that the dam­ 
age done to one’s business by reason of his 
absence was a necessary expense to him, 
that the lime of one man should lie valued 
at half that of anothe* etc. 
We believe 
public sentiment favors the payment of 
witnesses in criminal cases. 
For it cannot 
be shown why any citizen should be com­ 
pelled, as a witness, to pay an extra tax to 
the State to aid it in punishing crime. 
Let the cost of criminal prosecutions'lie 
borne by all, and equalized by our system 
of taxation as are other charges of govern­ 
ment. 
As the law now stands, one may. 
after having paid his taxes, regularly laid, 
he compelled to contribute five, ten or a 
hundred times more under direct process 
as a witness in a criminal case. 
We have 
known instances in which attendance upon 
Court in criminal cases has visited upon 
witnesses this direct tax to the tune of 
hundreds of dollars, and that, too, in cases 
where the witness could ill afford the loss. 
The State must have the right to call any 
man to testify. Its process must lie obeyed, 
when directed to any citizen. 
But that 
the State has, injustice, the right in addi­ 
tion to deprive a witness of his purse, can­ 
not be successful! v maintained.

THE NAUGHTY BEE. 
Young of San Diego presented the fo’lowiug 
petition, which has numerous signatures: 
The undersigned raisin growers of 8an Diego 
county respect fully represent that we are be­ 
coming infested with the ravages of that pest 
known as the “ bee,” to the great detriment of 
raising the raisin. 
First—I lie lands that are adapted for the pro­ 
duction of the raisin in this county do not ex 
tend over twenty-live miles east irora the coast. 
Second—Inside of the above named belt are 
scattering apiaries, many of which are in close 
proximity to vineyards. 
Third—The honey produced in the valley por­ 
tion of this belt is not of a super or quality. 
Fourth—The county is large enough for both 
industries to prosper. 
Fifth—The nuest honey is made in the east­ 
ern ami northern portions oí the county from 
thirty to forty-live miles from the coast. 
Sixth—Our raisins are dried by solar heat, re­ 
quiring s met mes from thirty to sixtv days in 
curing, at which time the bees destroy them to 
an alarm ing extent, and hundreds ’and hun­ 
dreds of dollars worth oi raisins are destroyed 
in this way. 
Seventh—As yet they arc not in sufficient 
quantity to be beyond control, but it is feme i if 
they arc allowed to go without res.*raint, they 
will so accumulate as to make their removal 
next to impossible. 
We therefore respectfully ask your honorable 
body to take some action looking to their Imme­ 
diate removal from the lands that are adapted 
for the production of the raisin, thus saving the 
raisin-growing community from an evil which 
cannot be removed if allowed t-j exist much 
longer.

O ne o f th e M ost C au seless M urders 
th a t H as Y et O ccu rred iu 
S ail F ra n cisco . 


[S. F. Bulletin, December 24th.] 
W illiam llayes, foreman of the bakers 
at the California Cracker Company's fac­ 
tory, corner Broadway anil Battery streets, 
was faially stabbed between hand 10 o'clock 
this m orning by his son, Daniel Hayes. 
Tbe tragedy occurred on Valpariso street, a 
short street running from Tavlor to Jones 
streets, between Filbert nnd Greenwich. 
Tbe house of tbe Hayes family is at 7 
iioacb street, a short street which inter­ 
sects Valpariso street, running from Filbert 
to Greenwich streets. 
Father and son, it 
appears, had some harsh words together 
concerning the fire while eating breakfast. 
The son seized a large bread knife from the 
table and the rather lied into the street. 
The son pursued, and both ran the distance 
of an ordinary block, turning into Valpa­ 
riso street before the son caught up with 
his father and gave him one fatal stab in 
tlie small of the hack, on the rigid side. 
Young Hayes then turned about and went 
back to the house. 
John L. W illiams, a young man who 
live9 at 013J Lombard street, was going up 
Roach street to Haves’ house to collect a 
hill, when he saw the men rnn out, the son 
chasing the father. 
W hen young Hayes 
carne back, a couple of m inutes after, lie 
looked angry and excited and was swing­ 
ing the long knift he held in his hand. 
" A in’t yon ashamed of yourself to treat 
your father so?” said W illiams to the m ur­ 
derer, ignorant then that the son had 
stabbed his father. 
•' I’ve had enough of it. 
I’ve stood this 
as long as I’m going to,” said young Hayes 
excitedly, as lie passed into the house. 
Passing on into Valparaiso street, W ill­ 
iams saw blood in the street and followed a 
trail into the basement cellar of the house 
No. 11 1. the residence of Captain Charles 
Reel. 
There on the shavings and rubbish 
of the place, evidently used as a carpenter 
shop, lay Hayes the elder. A moment's 
exam ination satisfied W illiam s that the 
man was dead. The clothing was soaked 
in blood which had poured from the deep 
wound in the back. 
Captain Reel and 
W illiams consulted together, and one of 
them ran for Dr. Wise, at No. 023 Filbert 
street. The doctor came immediately—it 
was then about 10 o’clock—hut lie quickly 
saw that the man was beyond all medical 
aid. 
"T h at fellow did this, and we've cot to 
get him ,” said W illiams to Captain Reel. 
The m ariner assented, and together they 
walked rapidly down to tbe Hayes house, 
on Roach street. 
Young Dan Hayes was 
there, and it did not take the two citizens 
long to m ake known to him what they 
came for. They accused him of 'the m ur­ 
der of his fatiier, and attempted to take 
him in charge.- He resisted, and fought 
like a tiger. 
He is a tall stalw art m an, 
about 2N years old, and nearly C feet in 
higlit. 
He struggled in the embrace of the 
two men, hut fortunutely the murderous 
knife or other weapon was not near, aud 
after a tim e they subdued him . 
His flan­ 
nel shirt was torn, and the rest of his 
clothing bore m arks of his fight for liberty. 
His captors, w ith their hands on his arms 
and collar, marched him out of the house 
and down as last as they could to the city 
prison, under the old City H all, on Kearny 
street. 
There he was put in a cell, and 
then the two citizens told their story to the 
police officers who gathered about. "Police­ 
man Joe Linskey, who has long patrolled 
the district where the tragedy occurted, 
was dispatched immediately to the scene. 
On the way out Linskey saw Coroner 
Stanton on a Union-street car, going down 
to liis office, and called to him , telling him 
of the case. Together they went to tbe 
basement cellar where the dead man lay. 
His wife was there, holding his head in her 
arms, and crying and moaning piteouslv. 
She was so affected by the terrible tragedy 
that .‘■he could tell nothing whatever oi tbe 
circumstances leading to it. 
Dr. Stanton examined the body, and 
found the wound about an inch in width, 
three inches from the spine, on the right 
side, above tiie tenth rib. The keen blade 
of the knife, in the physician’s judgment, 
had penetrated the liver and the abdominal 
cavity, and produced death by interna) 
hemorrhage. 
A crowd gathered about 
Captain Reel’s house soon, and in it were 
niuny friends and neighbors of the Hayes 
family. They lingered about until the 
Morgue wagon bore the body away. 
Deceased was about 50 years of age, of 
medium bight and build. 
He has six chil­ 
dren, three daughters and three sons. One 
of the boys, Joseph Hayes, is a runner for 
a sailor 
boarding-house. 
Two of the 
daughters are married—Mrs. Handley, the 
wife of a real estate dealer, and Mrs. James 
Bering, of 923 Filbert street. The present 
Mrs. llayes is the second wife of deceased, 
and is step-mother to the son who is ac­ 
cused of his father's m urder. 
The prisoner, w hen'approached by a re­ 
porter about two hours after the tragedy, 
was still excited in appearance; he walked 
nervously hack and forth in his cell, and 
give short replies to questions asked him . 
He was employed in the same factory with 
the “old m an,” as he called his father. 
1 W e've had trouble all the time for a long 
while,” be said, hut would say nothing in 
detail about the incidents of the quarrel 
that excited him to take his father’s life. 
He only said it was "about the Hre.” The 
knife he admitted having taken from the 
table where they had been eating together. 
He said he chased the "old m an” about a 
block, but would make-no admission as to 
the fatal thrust. 
He is an unm arried man, 
and has lived here m any years. 
An autopsy on the body will he made, 
and to-morrow afternoor. Coroner Stanton 
will hold an inquest. 
Some of the family say that Dan Hayes, 
the murderer, has not done any work for a 
long time, though he says he has worked 
and that he paid his father §5 a week board. 
They say he bar been idle, and that one 
ihing that provoked him to tragic frenzy 
was the father talking at the table about 
bum mers and people w ho lived upon other 
people. .T h e hrotlitTs of Dan say he has 
not been ' right fti his m ind” for a long 
time.

B oard o f C ity T ru stees. 
T he City Trustees m et yesterday at 10 a 


m., all the members present. M innies read 
and approved. 
H . C. Wolf, Chief Engineer of the W ater 
W orks reported that during the week end­ 
ing January 24th 17,01*4,000 gallons of 
water had been pumped. 
Proposals for constructing a sewer in tbe 
alley between K and L, Fifth and Sixth 
streets were opened and read. That of Win. 
Snarr was found to be the lowest, but 
Jam es Touhev objected to it on the ground 
that tbe bid was accompanied by a check 
for only $28, instead oí $28 mj, which a 
strict interpretation of the specifications 
would dem and. The Hoard laid the mutter 
over for a week. 
A rem onstrance of property owners in 
the vicinity of Fourth and K streets, against 
permission being granted certain parties to 
m aintain the wooden porches in the rear of 
their property on the northeast corner of 
F ourth and K streets, built recently to re­ 
place others that had been destroyed by 
lire, was considered and taken under ud- 
visement until next Monday. 
George W. Johnson appeared before tbe 
Board on behalf of Samuel McKee, Who 
was one of the W ater W orks engineers in 
January, 18414, and explained that one 
evening after McKee had served his watch 
be had a premonition that everything was 
not right at the W ater W orks, and lie went 
there and found his worst fears realized. 
T he engineer who hail came on watch was 
lying on the fl^or in a state of intoxlcatiop, 
there was but little water iu the boiler and 
the m achinery was out of gear. 
In a few 
m inutes there would bave been a terrible 
explosion, but McKee sprang to his post of 
duty, replenished the boiler with water, 
and was adjusting the m achinery, when 
his hand was caught and mangled, the am ­ 
putation of a portion thereof becoming 
necessary. 
Mr. Johnson said he made no 
dem and for damages, but he thought it no 
more than right that Mr. McKee should be 
allowed what he had paid for doctor’s bills 
and for four m onths’ pay at $50 per m onth, 
as he was unable to work during that 
length o f time. 
H e had not asked for 
financial recognition of his services sooner, 
because he had hoped to be again employed 
at the W ater W orks.

THE WIEZEL CASE. 


T e stim o n y In tr o d u c e d in R e b u tta l a n d 
R e la tiv e to D e fe n d a n t's C h a r a c te r. 
The seventh day of the Wiezel-Klein 
case 
showed 
no 
dim inution 
in 
the 
public 
interest 
and 
curiosity, 
and 
there was the usual large assemblage of 
spectators, male and female. 
Mr. Johnson 
at the outset of the proceedings stated that 
Mrs. Wiezel, who had been very unwell 
Friday and Saturday, desired to correct a 
portion of her testimony. She was put on 
the stand and testified that the defendant 
was away front hom e one evening in May 
or early in June last year, and spent the 
niglit at the residence of Mrs. Salomon, on 
Eighth street, between I and J, having 
done so because her brother Frank, who 
bad just heard of the assault upon her by 
Klein, had acted disagreeably. 
She re­ 
turned hom e next morning. 
The prosecution then introduced Mrs. 
Mary Richardson, who lived at Mrs. Salo­ 
m on's at the tim e the defendant passed the 
night there. She thought it was in March, 
hut it might have been in May—she would 
not swear that it was not. 
Miss Wiezel 
stated when she called that she desired to 
rent a room for thenight, and might rent it 
by the m onth, explaining that she sup­ 
ported herself by sewing. The back par­ 
lor, which hail a bed in it, was given her. 
A question hv Mr. Jones as to whether the 
defendant occupied (h e room alone that 
night, was objected to by the defense. 
Mr. 
Jones stated that they sought to prove that 
she did not occupy the room alone, and 
that she was unchaste at the time of the 
alleged assault upon her by Klein. 
After 
lengthy argument by counsel, the Court 
overruled th e objection. 
W itness testified 
that, after taking the room. Miss Wiezel 
had gone out, and afterwards came in 
alone. 
A gentleman came a few minutes 
later and inquired for her. 
It was dark in 
the hall, but not in Miss Wiezel's room, 
ffhen the gentleman came; hut she would 
be unable to recognize the man if she 
again met him . 
He was tall and had a 
black m ustach;. 
After letting him in, wit­ 
ness went down stairs anti attended to her 
work. She did not know wliat tim e he 
left, nor when Miss Wiezel left in the 
m orning. She made up the bed in the 
morning, but did not know w hether two 
persons had occupied it. She thought that 
the bed had been occupied by two. 
W itness was interrogated at considerable 
length as to conversations she had with 
various parties, during which she told, 
them that she knew very little concerning 
the case, and made remarks at variance, 
more or less, with her testimony. 
Mrs. Lena Geisel and Mrs. H annah Lind­ 
ner were put on the stand, hut nothing of 
im portance was elicited. 
- 
In the afternoon Dr. W. A. Briggs testi­ 
fied that defendant’s child was born on the 
8th of November, an 1 was fully devel­ 
oped, etc. 
Mrs. Katie Klein was the next witness. 
She had known defendant for the last two 
yeirs. Tbe defendant and her son were 
engaged for about a year before slie gave up 
the engagement ring. 
She (defendant) 
gave no reason for giving up the ring. Be­ 
fore this she used to come to the house 
often in the day and night time. She al­ 
ways conducted herself properly. 
W itness 
did not remember ever talking to the de­ 
fendant about her engagement to her son. 
W hen Jake was not there at night defend­ 
ant used to go home by herself. Be­ 
fore the 8th of February and afterwards 
witness was not hom e much and had 
not talked 
much 
to 
the 
defendant. 
Witness remembered when Mrs. Wiezel 
came to her house, and told who were 
present. She (Mrs. W iezel)said that Jakev 
and Fcany did not behave themselves, anil 
spoke concerning the matter. 
On the Stli 
of February she said that her husband had 
whipped Feany. 
[This statem ent was ob­ 
jected to by the defense, and sustained.] In 
the house at that time the expression was 
made that if Jake Klein did not m arry 
Feany he would be killed. The defendant 
came there afterwards and said, among 
other things, that if Jake did not m arry her 
she would kill him . She said at the time 
that she was in a delicate condition, and 
witness told her tligt her son was not to 
blame, and the defendant did not deny it. 
W itness said, also, that the Kucbler boy 
had spoken about the affair in the Gram­ 
m ar School yard, and she had spoken to 
Feany of it. 
Miss Lizzie Klein and her father and 
brother testified, and at the close of their 
testimony, when Mrs. Lindner was again to 
testify, the defense objected, unless the evi­ 
dence was to he relative to something 
transpiring subsequent lo last February. 
Argument upon the objection was post­ 
poned until 9:30 this morning, to which 
tim e the Court adjourned.

more robust soprano tones. Miss Abbott, 
in the more brilliant passages ot “ 11 Trov- 
atore,” touched the sym pathies of the 
audience to the quick and won storm s of 
applause, being recalled over and over 
again. 
The aria 
in the first act, and 
the 
grand 
aria 
in 
the 
second 
scene 
of 
the 
last 
act 
were 
notably 
lyric 
achievements 
of 
a 
high order, and testified to the fullness 
of her comprehension ot the^herae, and 
the demands of intelligent rendering. Her 
Leonora, as a whole, was a delicate per­ 
formance and presented the tine vocal re­ 
sources of this popular singer to the best 
advantage. 
It is said of Emm a Abbott 
that she lias the vary best of enduring 
voices; she is never afflicted with throat 
indisposition, and weariness is almost un­ 
known to her ; the more she sings the bet­ 
ter she sings and the stronger her vocal 
izatlon grows. 
If 
not 
a 
phenomenal 
siDger, she is a true artist, blessed with fine 
vocal powers, a flexible voice of strong 
sym pathetic quality, has a beautiful pres­ 
ence, rare taste and refinement. 
At a late 
hour the essential evidences of these facts 
may not be recited—hut this is to be 
said, she is the first to sing Leonora here 
who lias dressed the character properly. 
H er comprehension of the roléis that of 
a charm ing young woman in form, cos­ 
tum e and m anner, and loved by as gallant 
men. 
Lizzie Annandale, the contralto, 
won imm ediate favor. H er voice is strong, 
sympathetic, and she possesses a correct 
s'jfte.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


T o-day. Eastern white blankets, at Clunie

W hat it C o.ls to ltun th e P u b lic Schools 
o f this City. 
A special meeting of the City Board ot 
Education was held last evening at ftie of­ 
fice of the City Superintendent, to estimate 
the probable cost of m aintaining the pub­ 
lic schools during the year. 
All the mem 
bers were present except Directors Chip- 
m an and Erlewice. Over two hours were 
devoted to a careful survey, and au effort 
made to put everything down to the low­ 
est estimate. 
Last year the schools cost 
584,212 38, and the Board of Directors 
used the closest |iossihle economy. 
During 
the ensuing year it will be necessary tq,em- 
p'.oy at least two additional teachers. The 
various committees, as requested by the 
Chairman at the previous meeting, mode 
reports as to what would be actually re­ 
quired, and the various am ounts footed up, 
in round numbers, $85,00(1. 
Director Todd, Chairm an of the .Com­ 
mittee on Salaries, subm itted the follow­ 
ing: 
Mr. ¡'rcrulcnt: Your Committee on Pillarles re­ 
port th a t there are sixteen Principals and as­ 
sistants in our schools, w ith an average salary 
of 5115 per m onth. 
Resides these, we have 
seveuty-lour fem ale teachers, w ith an average 
salary of coo 47 per m onth. SI nee th en salaries 
are ouly paid ten m onths in th e year, mid as 
th e average salaries jaiid in this state to fem ale 
teachers is SIS ::7 p er m onth, Sacram ento bus no 
reason to think she w ould lie justified in any re­ 
duction. On th e contrary, your e m im lttec is 
u n d er the im pression th at, w ith our Principals 
at least, we w ill be u n d er th e necessity in ihe 
future of paying more. Those w ho pay the 
most will receive the best work. The com ­ 
m unity that educates h er children best is bound 
to be th e superior one. 
In conclusion, as we 
paid out 571,571 lor teachers and janitors lust 
year, we cannot estim ate less for ihe present 
t ear. 
In fact, we m ay need more. O urpopuia- 
tion is increasing, aiid new classes m ay have 
to be loriued, tints m aking more teachers neces­ 
sary. 
After all the reports were subm itted the 
Finance Committee reported that it would 
be necessary to ask the Board ot City Trus­ 
tees to levy a tax of 25 cents on each $100 
worth of taxablepropct ty, for public school 
purposes. This will raise some $20.000, 
which, together with the am ounts received 
from the county and State, will enable 
them to m aintain the public schools the 
usual length of time. A nything short of 
a 25-cent levy the Board claims will be 
disastrous, ami for fear that the City T rus­ 
tees may think their demand too great, 
the Directors will wait upon the City 
Fathers in a body,end press the claims for a 
m aintenance of our educational institu­ 
tions. which are and ought to be of first 
consideration. 
W hile all departm ents of 
the city government should and do m erit 
a fostering care, none should stand in the 
way of a proper and liberal support of our 
public schools. 
State Superintendent Ira G. H oitl was 
present, and paid a high com plim ent to the 
public schools of the city. 
As soon as the 
Legislature adjourns lie proposes to pay a 
visit to the various departments. 
As to 
teachers, he is of the opinion that those of 
this city are equal to the best to be found 
in the State, and as to buildings, those of 
this city were far superior to those of San 
Francisco. 
In the latter city, owing to the 
parsimonious tax levy of the Board of 
Supervisors, m any of the school buildings 
are worse than bams, and a disgrace to the 
city. In speaking of a question that liad 
been referred to him regatding the granting 
of certificates by City Boards of Exam ina­ 
tion, he said he had refeir.d the m atter to 
the Attorney-General, from whom he had 
received the following rep ly : 
' 
S acram ento, Jan u ary 21,1887. 
Hon. 1m G. Jfoitt, Superintendent o f Public In­ 
ri ruction—D e a r S ir : Youts o f the tilth inst., 
inquiring as to the effect of w liat is com m only 
know n as th e I’crry am endm ent, in respect to 
the power of City Hoards o f Exam iners to ex­ 
am ine teachers and issue certificates, is at 
hand : and in reply 1 have to state th a t in my 
opinion such City Boards have n o such power, 
and th at u nder the F iery am endm ent tliepuw er 
is lodged entirely w ith the County Superin­ 
tendents and County Boards (^E ducation, whose 
jurisdiction in th is m atter is Co extensive w ith 
th eir respective counties. 
But in Hie event the 
County S uperintendent and County Board ot 
E ducation of any county approve an d ratify the 
action of such City Boards of Exam iners in e x ­ 
am ining teachers and granting teacher's certifi­ 
cates w ithin th e jurisdiction o f such county, 
the action of such City Board is th u s vitalized, 
and lieeomcs th e action o f the County Super­ 
intendent atol County Board, th e latter thus 
controlling th e w hole subject m utter.

T h e ISroadway ot Everyday E ife. 
This was the title of an excellent practi­ 
cal business address given by Joseph Stef­ 
fens, President of the Board of Trade, in 
the Young M ens Christian Association 
Hall, last evening, to a good audience of 
young men. 
Several prom inent business 
inen were present. 
W in. Ingram , Jr., pre­ 
sided, and in a few rem arks spoke of the 
work of the Association, especially in its 
opportunities for mental improvement, and 
then introduced Mr. Steffens, who said: 
“ The broadway of everyday life is as varied 
in its grades as the face of the earth. 
It 
has surroundings as shallow and os deep 
as the waters that encompass the earth. 
My object 
to-night 
is 
to point out 
some of the solid ground and quick­ 
sands 
of 
this 
way. 
Infancy 
and 
childhood are the one short path leading 
to the great broad road of active everyday 
life. 
It m ay start in a Garden of Eden or 
in a desert of neglect, in crime or sim ­ 
plicity, yet all lead quickly to the great 
crowded highway. The little pilgrim has 
nothing to say us to the road he has to 
travel. 
If the observation * train up a 
child in tbe way lie should g p ’ were to 
appear to some parents as did the writing 
on the wall to Belshazzar they would 
•sober u p ’ 
and go hunting for an inter­ 
preter, whereas m any now say, ‘ Well, we 
have made it so far, so m ust our children,’ 
forgetting how they have struggled through 
life. 
Youth is the widening of childhood's 
path before entering the broad way of life. 
It brings personal liability and responsi­ 
bility which lasts for all time. The first 
yielding ground a young man meets is 
personal freedom. 
W ith it often comes a 
kind of fool fever that very often is much 
worse than the cholera. 
Young men seem 
prone to absent themselves from home at 
leisure hours : often they take counsel of 
the inexperienced. They indulge in habits 
which they know are wrong, because they 
th in s it m anly to do so. Such habits, apart 
from their moral aspect, weaken their per­ 
sonal strength of body and mind, and often 
shorten life, or m ake the close of life a 
burden instead of a pleasure. 
A desire to 
shine in fashionable society is another 
danger to young men. This breaks more 
men than business ventures. 
The incon­ 
sistency is in the attem pt of the younft. 
man to enjov the luxuries of the well-to-do 
without traveling the proper road to that 
condition. 
H e who gets there by some 
‘ other way ’ is more nr less tempted by de­ 
sire to be a thief, or, what is more com­ 
mon, a fool for life, with his nose to the 
grindstone. 
A young- m an who avoids 
these demoralizing effects till he is 27 or 3<J 
years old is comparatively safe.

W ashington Ja n u ary 24th.—A t 1 r. M. 
th e Senate, on m otion of E dm unds, pro­ 
ceeded to th e consideration o f the Senate 
bill to authorize th e P resid en t of the 
U nited States, to protect and defend the 
rights of A m erican fishing vessels, A m eri­ 
can fisherm en, A m erican trad in g and other 
vessels in certain cases. 
H oar suggested th e insertion o f the fol­ 
low ing w ords, n am ely : 
“ O r 
unjustly 
vexed, or harassed therein by the au th o ri­ 
ties th ereo f/’ 
Ife th o u g h t th e bill w ould 
be m uch safer if it contained th a t general 
phraseology. 
Ingalls th o u g h t these fishery difficulties 
m ust be ultim ately settled either by nego­ 
tiation or by w ar. 
T his m easure w as dis­ 
tinctly one o f retaliation. 
It was “an eye 
lor an eve, a tootli for a tooth,” a fish for a 
lish. an in su lt for an insult, a w rong for a 
wrong. 
H e th o u g h t it im portant, before 
the S enate was called upon to vote, th a t the 
C om m ittee on Foreign delations should 
advise the Senate w hether this m easure 
was intended to be pacific or hostile, and 
w hether it was in effect an invitation to 
negotiate or practically a declaration of 
war. 
C ontinuing, he said it w as a viola­ 
tion of treaty rights, and show ed a purpose 
on the part of th e G overnm ent oi Canada 
and of her M ajesty’s G overnm ent io harass 
and destroy th e A m erican fishery interests, 
sim ply for th e purpose either of private 
gain or of som e public advantage. 
H e said 
countries hail been inundated w ith blood 
on less provocation. T he report was suffi­ 
cient to justify and w arrant th e declaration 
o f w ar on th e part o f the U nited States. 
Senator Krve also m ade a very im pas­ 
sioned speech, charging the C anadian au ­ 
th o ritie s'w ith outrages and inhum anities 
that w ould have disgraced the F iji Islands. 
E dm u n d s asked 
Ingalls w hether 
he 
m eant to say th at any act w hich the people 
of th e U nited States m ight consider a vio­ 
lation of th e treaty was necessarily a casus 
belli. 
Ingalls—I m ean to say th a t declared, 
and avow ed, and a continued violation of 
treaty obligations, o r of international law, 
are casus belli. 
E dm unds—It does not necessarily follow 
that every breach of a treaty is to be fol­ 
lowed by w ar. 
Ingalls—H ow about continuous, deliber­ 
ate. w illful violations o f a treaty ? 
E dm unds—T h at is a different thing. 
Ingalls—T h at is this case. 
T h is trouble 
has got to be settled, so far as thi3 bill is 
concerned, either 
by diplom acy or by 
blood. 
E ngland has alw ays been a ruffian, 
a coward and a bully am ong the nations of 
I he earth, insolent to the w erk, tyrannical to 
the feeble, and cringing and obsequious to 
the strong. 
H er history for centuries has 
been a record of crim es against the hum an 
race. 
In Ireland, in Scotland, in W ales, 
against Uotuan Catholics, against th e ltoers 
of South Africa, against the H indoos and 
Chinese—w herever there has been a feeble, 
weak, helpless nation, G reat B ritain iias 
been there for the purpose of rapacity and 
plunder and conquest.

H er course has 
been alw ays one of w rong, insolence and 
outrage. 
E ngland 
cheated 
th e S outh 
w ith 
false 
hopes 
of 
recognition 
and 
injured th e N orth by violations of the 
neutrality laws. 
I believe th a t there is no 
special reciprocity of good w ill on the part 
of A m erica tow ards E ngland. 
T here are 
a few A m ericans who do not regret W ater­ 
loo. 
T here are a few A m ericans w ho do 
n o t recognize th e fact th a t the course of 
E ngland tow ard this country has been one 
o f insolence, and suspicion, and outrage, 
from th e beginning of ou r national exist­ 
ence. 
If I read this transaction aright, 
there is no purpose on th e part of G reat 
B ritain to secure a peaceful solution, a pa­ 
cific interpretation of the doubtful provis­ 
ions of the treaty o f 1818, but rath er a de­ 
liberate purpose, so far, to fom ent irrita ­ 
tion and discontent betw een Canada and 
th e U nited ¡States, to prevent pacification 
in th e im m ediate future, w hich w ould be 
inevitable if both peoples were left to the 
operation of th e natural law s o f society. I 
see very plainly w hat the purpose o f G reat 
B ritain has been in th is m atter. 
She de­ 
sires to render it 
im possible for free, 
friendly and reciprocal relations (political 
and otherw ise) to exist betw een Canada 
and U nited States. 
T herefore I was glad 
to hear of the interpretation placed on the 
proposed legislation by the S enator from 
M aine (M r. Frye), that, so far as h e is con­ 
cerned. it is to Be a declaration to Great 
B ritain that, recognizing h er agency and 
her pow er in th e m atter, she w ill persist 
fu rth er at h er peril. 
E varts argued in support of th e bill, 
w hich he said was not in th e n atu re of a 
m enace, or tending at all in th at direction. 
It was th e du ty of Congress, h e said, to 
,ake the subject aw ay from local d istu rb ­ 
ance. irritation and resentm ent. So far from 
th e bill tending to w ar, or having a tending 
to um brage, it was intended to have a con­ 
trary effect. 
lía le declared him self earnestly in favor 
of the bill. 
Its provisions w ere not harsh, 
but m oderate ; 
not rash, but well-consid­ 
ered ; and he believed that those provisions 
w hen enacted into law and carried out by 
the E xecutive w ould be efficacious.
